eeks ta limit the Iuxury use of this 
mportant fatty nutrient The 20 per 
ent maximum restricts the sale of so- 
‘atled “double” and “whipped cream" 
ud other kinds prepared chiefly for 
pecial purposes not permissible in the 
ace of present shortages of fate 
vbrond, The rule applies directly to 
icensed dealers ard through them re- 
itricts ultimate consumers, including 
lousewives, hotels. restaurants and 
nstitutions 

To Prevent misunderstanding of this 
‘eguiation hy dairymen the Food Ad- 
nipistratics states very clearly that 
t does not affect. nor fn any way ap 
ily to cream used for butter making. 
ee creain making or other manufac 
uring purposes. tn fact. a richer 
trean—one testing between 30 and 40 
yer cent hutterfat--is more desirable 
‘or most manufacturing operations. 
‘specially butter making where @ high 
jutterfat content means a minimum 
af labor and a genrrally cower cost 
of operation 

The full text of the cream = rule 
which is now in effect fatlows: 

“No Heensee shall sell sweet cream 
which contains more than twenty per 
rept butterfat to consumers or retall 
iistributors of cream, provided that 
bis rule snall not prevent the licen- 
3ee from selling sweet cream contain- 
ng more thin twenty per cent butter- 
‘at to manufacturers for manufactur: 
‘ng purposes.” 

Amongst other benefits tLat should 
result from this rule is a sumewhat 
greater supply of market milk for 
varge cites. The luxury-cream trads 
la most highly developed in large cen- 
‘ars of populations and a considera- 
bie quantity of milk must be skimmed 
419 secure the extra richness now pro 
uibited by the need to conserve fats.

VHISTLES AND BELLS’ AN- 
NOUNCE SIGNING OF ARM- 
ISTICE. 


Afternuon Declared Holiday. 
Parade, Speeches and Revelry 
Mark the Day. 


The citizens of Grayling were awak- 
ened at about 5:00 o’clock Monday 
norning by the tooting of whistles and 
ringing of bells which were to be the 
signu.s to indicate the signing of the 
wrmistice. Every mill and locomo-

The noise was start- 
ing and terrifying, but the message 
Uiat was heyalded forth was gweet 
and welcome. 

The first news of the signing of the 
armistice was received at about 4:30 
v’ciock a. m., Monday, November 11, 
ut the Western Union telegraph office, 
and immediately Night Operator Wil- 
iam Miller announced the fact to Mar- 
shal M. Brenner who happened to be 
at the depot.

It wasn't long before people began 
to appear upon the main streets and 
there was many a happy greeting on 
the streets that morning. Everybody 
was smiling and everywhere was the 
report “It’s all over.” As the crowd 
continued to come likewise flags be- 
gan to appear and soon the old town 
was ablaze with Old Glory. 5 

Acting Mayor,Dr. C. A. Canfield de- 
clared the day a holiday and with 
members of the village council, ar- 
ranged to celebrate the fiygt Victory 
Day by having a parade and speeches. 
The time for announcing details was 
brief but when the afternoon arrived 
the streets were filled with people. 
Every mill shut down for the after- 
noon and every place of business clog- 
ed its doors. Even the Telephone op- 
erators were out to celebyate and cen- 
tral was closed for the first time in 
ten years. 

The Grayling Citizeng’ band, the 
members of which have so patriotical- 
ly and faithfully responded to every 
request for music during the past. two 
years, Was on the job at noon and 
piayed a concert at the four coyners 
of Michigan avenue and Cedar street. 
At the playing of the national anthem 
every head in that vagt assembly was 
bared, and everyone stood at atten- 
tion, 

At about 2:00 o’clock the parade 
appeayed in Main street from the cor- 
ner of Peninsula avenue. This was 
headed by Charles Amidon, marshal 
of the day, and lead by the band, and 
then came hundreds of people, some 
marching and some riding in autog. 
Among the cyowd in line, it is grati- 
fying to state there were representa- 
tives of every nationality in Grayling 
Yankees, Danes, Swedes, Poles, 
Finns, French and many of German 
ancegtry. There weye old and young

Many of the autos were decorated up 
with flags and bunting. The du Pont 
company contributed a float.

the new home card has been post. 
poned on account of the epidemic of 
Spanish influenza throughout the 
country, Tbe provisions on this home 
card are the chart by which the con- 
duct of the American households will 
be guided as long as the stress of 
war laste, 

One year ago the pledge of . 04 
conservation was taken by 12 million 
families and a home card was given 
ta each for {te guidance. This year 
no pledge will be taken; the Govern- 
ment knows that every loyal Amer. 
ican is committed to doing all that ts 
necessary to win the war and fulfil! 
the nation’s purpose, The American 
war conscience is aroused. 

When the inter-Allied food co: nefi 
was held last summer, the needs vf 
the Alies were computed and the re- 
sources from which they could be met 
were reckoned. America must this 
year send for the Army and the Allies 
half again as much food supplies as 
last year. In place of 11% ° million 
tons, the shipments this year will be 
17% __mililon tons. This country 's 
Pledged to send 60 _Ber cent more 
foed . from.. substantially the same 
stocki+ ket year.

There vte now 14 of these units 
with fhe  Aiverlean expeditionary 
fortes ‘no Freuee, under commund of 
Lieut. Col, Cnaurles ©. Pieree, Colonel 
Pierce Is x vetived chaplain, a major 
of the reguler army. ond was pastor 
ef an Eplseape th Philadelpia 
when the pres y began, As he 
had been in charse of sithur work in 
the Philippines. he velunteered for 
this linportant task upon the orunize- 
tion of the graves registration service. 
He has been awarded a penution for 
his zealous performance of the duuies 
falling to hit. 

In a letter which Lieutenant Colonel 
Plerce has written to Maj. H. BR. Lem- 
fy, chief of the cemeterin) branch, 
quartermaster corps, and which is 
quoted in part here, ix te be had a 
giimpse of a work that blends mercy 
and heroism. 

. “AH that the censors will pass in 
tthe way of news concerning this furl- 
ous drive in the vast trianguiar arena 
between. Soissons, Chateau-Thierry and 
Reims has already been given you In 
the papers,” writes Colonel Plerce. 
“But the work that has befallen my 
department is one of the unpublished 
chapters: of history. Suffice it to say 
that my men have displayed a splendid 


‘sort of heroisin—worthy of the red- 


deat Dbigod stock in the world—and 
that I have had occasion to recommend 
a number of them for promotion. and 
gome of them for the bestowal of the 
Distinguished Service cross. : . 

“Can you fancy a lot of men going 
calmly about their duty under burst- 
ing shells and bombs that excavate a 
cellar every time they strike the 
ground—going about to minister to the 
dead, laying out cetneterles nnd put- 
ting up crosses over the graves of their 
valorous and fallen comrades as fast 
as the grenades of hate tenr then 
down? Then you will know the place 
of these brave lads & mine, who worry 
when they see me, lest I may have it 
in mind to move them to a safer place. 

“and the men who are going over the 
top! Ah, you will need rapid transit 
to keep up with them! For they have 
the crusaders’ spirit and they fill the 
geps of the fallen and move on with 
a rush that the Hun cannot under- 
stand. . . . They will win and 
they have no other thought. Often I 
have the privilege of preaching to them 
as a layman; and I give you my word 
that I never looked into such faces be 
fore. Perhaps I have seen as comely 
features, but there is a fire in al) these 
eyes and the light of a sublime conse- 
cration- such as the world has never 
seen save {n the faces of martyrs who 
deemed it an honor to die for a cause.” 


The department of agriculture has 
Inaugurated a campaign to increase

livered between now and July 1, 1919.

Other institutions w hich have been 
offered free of rental to the govern- 
ment fur the purpose are the QOhto 
Hospital for the Criminal Insane at 
Lima; the State Scheol for the Deaf, 
Columbus; the State hospital at Nor- 
folk, Muass.; a model factory at Cleve- 
lund and a completely appointed hos- 
pital buiit by Henry Ford in Detroit. 


Vaccination against pneumonia is 
available for every officer, enlisted 
man and employee of the army in the 
United States, and it is believed by 


_medical officers that if they avall them- 


selves of thls protective remedy the 
prevalence und deadiiness of thts dis- 
ease will be far less this winter than 
last year. 

One of the most severe tests of the 
vaccine was {ts administration to 12,- 
000 volunteers at one of the, army 
camps. During the following ten weeks 
until these troops went overseas not a 
single case of pneuinonin developed 
among them. In the last two years 
pneumonia has caused more deaths 
than any other disense. 

The vaccine is for administration to 
healthy persons to prevent the de- 
velopment of certain types of pneu- 
monia. It 18 not intended for treat- 
ment after the diseuse has been ¢con- 
tracted. It fs in no sense a cure for 
pneumonia. 


Five millions of rations for Amertl- 
ean fighters in France are now being 
packed and ready for shipment. They 
are to be placed in air-tight contain- 
ers and then crated In heavy wood 
boxes. In each container there Is suf- 
ficient food for 24 men for ove day: 

The packing of this ration Is de 
signed to protect the soldier frum hard- 
ships in the trenches or at sea. The 
selection of canned meats illustrates 
the care with which the food products 
of this ration are prcked, The Unned 
meat packing methods of the United 
States have been studied by experts 
so that only the best products of the 
packers will be chosen. 

‘In addition to meats, the ration will 
include cigarettes sufficient for n day's 
smoke for 24 men; salmon, soluble cof- 
fee, sult, pepper and hard bread. Prac- 
tically all of these are packed sepa- 
rately in airtight containers to realist 
gas attack. 

To provide speedy and efficient rele 
for American soldiers and sailor who 
mny be in distress through the tor- 
pedoing or wrecking of ships, the 
American Red Cross. has orgauized a 
bureau of emergency service (In Eng- 
land to co-operate with the army and 
the navy and with American consuls.

HAIR TURNS WHITE: 
CAN'T BREAK SPIRIT 


Boy From Princess Pat Regiment Is 
Kept Alive By Aid From War Relief 
Societies While a Prisoner In 
Germany. 


London-—(By Mail)—He dropped in- 
to a chai: at the Hagle Hut in Lon- 
don. His face was youthful, but his 
hair was white. On his shoulders 
was the insignia of Princess Pat’s reg- 
iment. Dropping into the chair next 
him I fell into talk with the boy. 


“I come from Regina,” he said. “My 
name is Harry Drope. Yes, my hair 
is white now, but it was coal black 
before f was taken a prisoner by the 
Germans. 1 was’captured on June 2, 
1916. A bunch of us at the extreme 
end of a salient had decided to stick 
it out. They pretty well wiped us out. 
I was knocked out from loss of blood 
when they took us in—wounded in 
two places from shrapnel. 

“I spent 22 months in Hast Prussia. 
There were Russians, Roumanians, 
Italians, French, Belgians, British and 
Colonials in the prison camp. We 
were up at 4 a. m. in summer and at 
5 in winter. We were given substi- 
tute coffee, turnip soup and half a 
pound of war bread a day, and had to 
do hard manual labor. The Russians 
died like files from hunger. The. 
British and our boys would have died 
too, if it had not been for food we re- 
ceived by parce] post. 

“Two Russians and myself escaped 
last June. One of the Russians was 
recaptured. The other Russian and 
myself walked 600 miles and at last 
reached Moscow. Bread was twenty 
shillings a pound. I was broke. Don- 
ald A. Lowrie, of Seville, Ohio, the 
Y. M. O, A. secretary there, took me in . 
and kept me for five days. ¥ could not 
secure a passport from the Bolshevik, 
but by good fortune I met Sir William 
Clark, the head of the British Beo- 
nomic Misston who attached me to his 
party. Traveling by boat and by box- 
car we finally reached Murman, the 
Allied headquarters. 


“The folks at home cannot realise 
what the Y. M. C, A. means to the 
boys over there—the “Y”, the K. of C., 
the Jewish Welfare Board and the 
other of the seven welfare organiag- 
tions which at President Wilson’s re- 
quest have gotten together tn the Uni-. 
ted War Work Oampaign to raie> 
$250,000,000 to enable them to con- 
tinue their activities. 


“Yes, I am going to carry on. Hay. 
ing been a prisoner of war I cannot re- 
join the Princess Pats, but [am going 
into the alr force and do my fighting 
in the air. I am on my way now to 
Minneapolis. My sweetheart is an 
American girl. She lises in Minneap- 
olis.”

FOOD.GONDITIONS ‘IN: MILITARY 
- ZONE NOT A FAIR SAMPLE 
OF FRANCE AT LARGE. 


Food Administration Representative 
Writes of Food Supplies Out- 
elde Fighting Area: . 

Lansing, Nov. 4—Many .American 

women who have, at the reqiest of 
the Food Administration, expended 
much energy and ingenuity in their 
efforts to save food fur the Ailles, 
have had a rude shock when. their 
sons or husbands have written them 
. Grom France that thére was no such 
| thing as a {ood shortage over there; 
that they could get all the food they 
wanted; and that this idea of saving 
food for starving France waa non- 
sense. 4 

These letters are written in good 
faith, we are sure, and what they say 
is true--of the small kart of France 
which the average. American sees. 
And as few Americans ever go ont- 
side of the military zone they imagine 

at what they say. is true of France 
as a whole, and never know what a 
great wrong they are doing the rest 
of the country. 

The military zone, a fairly wide beit 
extending the length of the battle 
ne, is plentifully supplied with food, 
it€s true. If you are willing to pay, 
'a sufficiently high price you can get 
about anything you want. The pres. 
ence of millions and millicns of sol 
(dlers in this zone, and thelr willing 
uess to pay the must exorbitant prices 
) for food—-especially is this true of the 
Anerican soldier—has caused a ple 
nominal flow of foodstuffs to this 
part of France, which has left. the 
| rest of the country drained dry. 

Conditicns outside the area under 
military control, which after all is a 
very smal. part of France, are very 
bad. The civilian population must pay 
the same prices for food as the sol- 
j diers, or they must go without In 
‘the industrial centers almost every- 
one fs engaged on war work, and, re- 
| ceiving bigh wages, can keep up with 
But in the 
{ smaller towns and all through the 
; country districts the people fare very 
hadly indeed. 

They can no longer afford butter or 
i cheese; and meat fs new beyond their 
i aspirations. Even potatoes, upon 
l which they could depend in the past. 
are so ‘high in price, owning to the 
bad crop this year, that many people 
cannot buy them at-all. 

Practically the only food which ev 
erybody can afford is bread, for the 
price of bread has been kept low by a 
Government subsidy. Bread, however, 
is rationed, and the ration is far from 
sufficient to make up for the lack of 
other foods. Moreover, the fact that 
bread is rationed, and that each per. 
son has a ‘card entitling him to 10 
ounces a day, does not mean that 
when he presents his ticket at the 
i door of the bakery, he is sure to re- 
i ceive 10 ounces. In many places last 
summer, the ticket brought in ex- 
change only half the promised quan. 
tity--and ‘n other places none at all 

A representative of the U. S. Food 
Adniinistraticn who has recently ta 
ken a trip through the more remote 
districts o. France writes, “l have 
just visited several villages in Auv- 
ergne, a mountainous district where 
transport is difficult. In one village 
there had been no bread for three 
weeks; people were eating out their 
meager diet from fast failing supplies 
of potatoes. In another of these vil- 
tages we found bread, but it was very 
black, had a distinct odor, and was al- 
most impossible to swallow. 

“They told me it was made of 
chestnut flour with some oats and bar- 
ley and a little buckwheat added. That 
was what they had been Hving on for 
five weeks. I talked to some women 
who were standing in a queue outside |; 
the bnaker’s. shop, waiting for their 
daily ration of this bad bread 
of them were complaining . bitterly, 
but when | suggested to one of them 
that if France made peace with Ger. 
many they would have plenty to eat. || 
IT almost had e fight on my hands.”
